This latest proposal to have 
captives under the "threat of 
death" negotiate their own re­ 
lease was "ludicrous," the com­ 
mittee said. It added it was "fur­ 
ther evidence of (Castro’s) bru­ 
tality in cynically playing with 
the Uves of imprisoned men and 
their relatives." 
Castro Proposed Trade 
Thus ended the international 
chou game which had begun on 
May 17 when Castro first pro­ 
posed the prisoner exchange. 
The committee, formed with the

Ship owners, who accepted the 
peace plan, intensified their de­ 
mands for use of the Taftr Hartley 
law to compel the 75,000 seamen 
to return to work for 80 days.

parochial schools. The question of 
aid for church school! has snarled 
consideration of education bills in 
the House. 
The veterans plan, which would 
give post-Korean veterans educa­ 
tional benefits similar to those en­ 
joyed by veterans of the Korean 
fighting and World War II, once 
was approved in Ute .Senate, with 
then Sen. John F. Kennedy cast­ 
ing a vote in favor. 
However, the so-called cold war 


GI bill, from which the educational 
benefits provision was lifted, is 
strongly opposed by the Kennedy 
administration.
